FIRST PORTRAITS OF RULERS ON COINAGE 
by K. T . "Ed" EDWARDS 

According to A. H. Quiggin, in her interesting book, "The Story 
of Money", Alexander the Great was the first ruler to be honored 
by having his portrait on a coin. After Alexander's death, his 
trusted General, Lysimachus, King of Thrace, issued _ silver tetra- 
drachmas bearing the portrait, of Alexander, shown with the ram s 
horns of the, Egyptian God Ammon. 

Another General of Alexander’s claims. the honor of being the first 
living ruler portrayed on a coin. This was Ptolemy I ox tgypt, 
about 300 B.C. 

In Europe the first ruler so honoring himself was Demetrius, King 
of Macedon, 290 B.C.
